(ii) to make handlooms an effective instrument of 
reducing unemployment and under-employment 
and achieving higher standard of living for 
weavers; 

(iii) to preserve and further promote the craft heritage 
of our handlooms; 

(iv) to devise strategies for expanding markets for 
handlooms within the country and abroad; 

(v) to take steps for effective co-ordination of the 
developmental efforts of the various State 
Govemments/Union Territories in this sector; and 

(vi) to review the progress of development from time to 
time.
